THE CASE AGAINST 
JUNGLE FILMS.

ATTRACTIONS IN DUBLIN. 
T——— 
FROM OUR CINEMA CORRESPONDENT. 


HEN a ne~ “ jungle” film is pro- 
duced there is usually an outery 
against it on the grounds of cruelty 

to theanimals Ther is much to be said for 
this objection, for it has been obvious for 
some time that most of the butchery, which 
forms so great an “‘attraction’’ in these 
films, is carefully staged. No doubt 
considerable cruelty is involved in the making 
of such pictures, but ] have always thought 
that the real case against them is their de- 
rading effect on public taste. A correspon- 
dent to The Times pu; this case so well that 
his letter is worth attention. ‘‘ We are,” he 
says, “apparently going back to the days of 
Rome under the Cesars,; when fights to the 
death between various wild ani were the 
spectacles offered to the citizens.”” He goes 
on to comment on a film which will shortly 
be released, and in which duels are promised 
between a leopard and a python, a crocodile 
and a tiger, and a monkey and “three giant 
crabs.”’ 

~ One can imagine "’ he remarks “ that the 
advertisements oar sucn sho vs. plastered on 
the walls of ancient Rome, may have been 
almost word for word with what 1 have been 
reading in the film periodical of to-day. The 
fights between wild beasts were, 1 believe, 
the forerunners of the gladiatorial combats 
in the- arena. Are we * ae approaching the 
day when the ‘film fam’ will be able to 
gloat over the spectacle of fights ‘to the 
death." between human beings ‘in the 
jungle?’ ”’ . 


A PARADOX. 


Possibly his fear is exaggerated, but the 
parallet between ourselves and the Roman 
Empire already is close enough to be dis- 
quieting, There is a curious paradox in our 
relations to such things; for these sige ring 


service to the cause of humanitarianism. We 
pride ourselves that the Elizabethans, with 
their bear-baiting, and the modern Spaniards, 
with their bull fights, are types of a lower 
order of civilisation, while even fox-hunting 
is beginning to become suspect. An actual 
performance in which wild beasts were pitted 
against one another would cause an outcry, 
but we have no hesitation in taking our 


children to it when it has been photographed. 

Perhaps these films would arouse more 
disgust if people realised how they were 
made, and that few, if any, of the fights are 
not arranged. It never seems to strike an 
audience as strange that the camera-man 
always is there when a struggle is taking 
place, that the animals always choose an open 
space where the view is clear, and that they 
are so obliging as not to move away from it 
until the fight is over. As a matter ‘of fact. 
beasts of different species hardly ever figlit 
one another in the ordinary course of events. 

If these films were forbidden altogether in 
the Free State, we should lose little: for thev 
mark the crossing of a line which it should 
not be permissible to cross, Nobody objects 
to seeing men shot, or horses dashing over 
cliffs, as long as he kuows that these events 
are only being enacted--that they are an 
illusion.. If they are no illusion, but actual 
fact, the case is different.

MEMORIALS. 


The Archbishop ot Dublin dedicated at St. 
Philip's Church, Milltown, yesterday a 
memorial to the Rev. James Haythorn- 
thwaite, who, the Archbishop said after the 
ceremony, had given devo‘ed service as Rector 
of St. Philip’s for twenty years 

The memoral consisted of oak panelling 
in the chancel, a new Holy Table and Com- 
munion rails. 

The Archbishop also dedicated two fald- 
stools, with chair, in the sanctuary, which 
had been given by members of the Smalley 
family in memory of their parents, who were 
prominent ocean 

The Archbishop congratulated the Select 
Vestry on the renovation and decorations 
which had been carried out in the church. 

In the course of a sermon on the signifi- 
cance of Easter, the Archbishop declared 
that people had been too much in the habit 
of thinking, with rega.d to the crucifixion, 
that a mere death had been 
the demands of sovereign justice 
that, by way of penalty, a life shouid be 
taken, a death inflicted. He doubted if that 
mechanical view could be sustamed 

Whatever benefit was obtained for us on 
the Cross by the precious death and blood- 
shedding depended for its efficacy entirely 
on who the Person was: ‘che Person on the 
Cross was pre-eminently vital: full of life. 
characterised by life, a veritable focus of 
life. The life that was in Him had been 
continually thrusting itself upward into an 
strength and perfection of 
manhood, The Jesu. of Gethsemane and 
Calvary was a vicher and maturer Being than 
the Jesus of the workshop at Nazareth and 
of the temptation in the wilderness. 

Another thing to be noticed about Him 
was that thir hvingíess was in Himself, 
confined by remorseless bars. He yearned 
over men, but could not enter into them, to

PLEA FOR NATIONAL 


CONFERENCE,

ROPOSALS for a round-table conference 
P at which members of every political 
party would attend, to consider the 
financial position of the .country from a 
national standpoint, were made by Lord 
ttrench at the third Rural Week-End, or- 
yanised hy Muintir na Tire (The Peo le of 
the Land), which took place at the Marist 
(College, Dundalk, during the week-end, and 
will conclude with visits to local factories to- 
aay.

AEROPLANE USED IN 


MAN HUNT. 
FIRST TIME IN IRELAND. 


An aeroplane was used in the search 
for a man who attacked a woman in her 
shop at Cheeverstown, Clondalkin, on Jast 
Saturday afternoon. This was the first 
time civil aircraft had been used to assist 
the Civic Guards in their duties. Un- 
fortunately the man, who was seen from 
the air, succeeded in eluding capture. 

The man, who was described as being 
about 25 vears of age, 5 feet 9 inches in 
height, and wearing a brown coat, entered 
the grocery store of Mrs, Bridget Dowling 
and struck her on the head with a large 
stone. Mrs. Dowling was half stunned. 
and was unable to stop the raider, who 
stole about £1 in silver and coppers from 
the till and ran out of the shop. 

On receiving a description of the man, 
the Civic Guards at Clondalkin communi- 
cated with the headquarters of the Irish 
Aero Club at Baldonnel Aerodrome, which 
is only a short distance from the scene of 
the alleged crime. The club officials 
promised to asist the Guards in their 
search for the raider, and with Sergeant 
English, of the Clondalkin Guards, as a 
passenger, Mr. C. F. French. chief pilot 
of the club, flew low over the Cheeverstown 
district in a D.H. Moth aeroplane for 
some time before the sergeant saw a man 
in a field who appeared to answer the 
description given by Mrs. Dowling. The 
aeroplane was landed as close to the man 
as possible, and Sergeant English jumped 
out to pursue him; but he ran away, and 
after a long chase the sergeant lost sight 
of him and had to abandon the search. 

By the time the chase finished the light 
was failing, and the air search could not 
be continued. Up to last night the raider 
had not been taken into custodv.

EUROPE’ ROAD 
TO RECOVERY. 


ROOSEVELT SEEKS 
A REPORT. 


MR. R.W. CHILD IN 
DUBLIN. 


By Our 
66 Hi: are things in Europe?” This

is the question which Mr. Richard 

W. Child, American diplomat and 
author, has come across the 
answer for President Roosevelt. 
visiting Europe “ to learn and not to teach 
how economic problems are being handled 
by the Governments of the “Old World.” 

Mr. Child is staying at the American 
Legation for a few days as the guest of his 
old friend, the recently-accredited Minister, 
Mr. W. W. McDowell. 

He landed in England on March 21st, with 
a commission to act as a reporter on 
European conditions for the State Depart- 
ment in Washington, and he expects to 
spend about three mouths visiting various 
countries, principally England, Germany. 
France and Itaiy before returning to America 
to put the results of his observations before 
the President. Accompanied only by his 
wife, Mr. Child arrived in Dublin yesterday 
morning, and will remain here until Wednes- 
day next. During that time he will discuss 
Irish economics with tlie representatives cf 
both the principal political parties, and also 
with leading bankers. 

‘*Slow recovery for the English-speaking 
peopies”’ is the opinion he has already 
formed: as the result of his investigations 
in England. ‘‘ There, as in -America,” he 
said, '“thev are steailily recovering from the 
effects of the world-wide economic depres- 
sion.’ He met many prominent English 
statesmen while in London, among them Mr. 
Llovd George, Sir John Simon. Mr. Hore- 
Belisha, Mr. Walter Elliot (Minister for 
Agriculture), and many other leading 
politicians, bankers and industrialists. | 

Mr. Child, replying to á guestion, said he 
does not consider that he has finished his 
investigations in England, and will return 
there before sailing to America. His next 
country for investigation is France,- and. 
while he is principally concerned with the 
bigger countries, he wants to see as much of 
conditions in the other countries—Czecho- 
slovakia, Poland, Hungary, Austria, Belgium 
and the Irish Free State—as he ean. .

THE GAMBLING EVIL. 


BISHOP SEES BREAKDOWN 
OF LAW. 


Yesterday was observed as ‘‘Anti-Gambling 
Day” in the Protestant churches of 
Northern lreland, most of the preachers de- 
voting their sermom to the subject of the 
evils of betting. In the diocese of Down 
and Connor and Dromore a letter from the 
Bishop was read from all the Church of Ire- 
land pulpits asking for a united effort to 
secure the better administration of the 
betting laws in Northern Ireland. In this 
the Bishop said:—It will be within your 
knowledge that gambling is gaining an in- 
creasing hold upon a large section of the 
community, and thus bringing evil results 
upon the lives and character of the eople. 
In spite ot the fact that it is an Megat act to 
carry on an office for cash betting, there are a 
very large number of such places distributed 
throughout our city, and well known to the 
authorities. At these places the betting 
agent grows rich quickly at the expense of 
those who can least afford to spend their 
hard-earned wages. But the law goes further 
than making 11 illegal to have an office for 
cash betting; it also makes it a criminal 
offence for the owners of such premises 
knowingly to permit them to be used for the 
purpose of betting. 

When, therefore, we recognise the strength 
of the law as it stands, and when we also 
recognise that the vicious results of gambling 
are constantly increasing, we are compelled, 
further, to recognise that there is at present 
a serious break-down in the local legal 
administration. 

Nor is it ditticult to find the cause of this 
failure; for, as has been made clear by re- 
ports in our local Press, the law fails in its 
repressive purpose, because a section of our 
city magistrates impose only nominal fines 
those convicted of offences under the 
Betting Acts. Thus the Acts of Parliament, 
which are intended to safeguard the moral 
interests of our social life, are nullified. We 
have a right to demand that a courageous

(Revision of Constituencies ) Bill has been 
fixed for April 18th, when there is likely 
to be a large crop of amendments pro 
posed. It seems that pressure has been 
brought to bear on Mr. Sean T. O Kelly, 
Free State Minister for Local Govern- 
ment, especially in regard to the proposed 
changes in the Counties of Limerick, 
Tipperary and Galway. 


At present Limerick is one constituency | 


with eight representatives. The new bill 
proposes to divide it into constituencies— 
namely, North-East and South-West, with 
three deputies for each. It is propose 
to revert to one constituency with seven 
deputies, the number to which it will be 
entitled on the population basis set out 
in the Constitution. 

Tipperary, it is proposed, is also to 
remain one constitueniy, with six deputies 
instead of seven. The new bill proposed 
a division of the county into north and 
south with three deputies each. 

Galway, which has nine deputies, is to 
have seven, and the county boundary is tc 
be maintained, as at present. It is 
assumed that the intention of the bill to 
bring in portion of the County Clare will 
be abandoned, and that the proposal to 
have two divisions—East Galway “nd 
West Galway—will not be persisted in.
